The name of the Editor 
of the Deaf- Mutes' Journal is on 
the list, and the suggestion is made 
that the articles and money be sent 
to him. We will gladly do what- 
ever is possible to aid onr stricken 
brethren, and to that end will 
make public acknowledgment of 
contributions in the Journal col- 



umns. 

It will be noted in onr Ohio cor- 
respondence this week, that Miss 
Bessie M. Edgar, a teacher in the 
Institntion for the Deaf in Colum- 
bus, Ohio, has already started a 
subscription fund, in response to 
the appeal of Miss Yvonne Pitrois, 
addressed to the deaf women of 
America, which was published in 
this column two weeks ago. Hot 
cry for " Help" has been heard, 
we expect a widespread and quick 
response. 

By a strange coincidence, a con 
gress of the deaf was scheduled to 
be held in Liege, Belgium, on the 
very date of the declaration of hos- 
tilities. The Belgian deaf were to 
assemble, and in co-operation with 
the deaf of other lands, devise and 
disease matters that concern the op* 
lift of the deaf everywhere. Their 
plans were frustrated by war. 
They were the first victims of the 
carnage and slaughter that has since 
been waged with relentless and un- 
abating fnry. 

As neutrals, the deaf of the 
United States can take no part in 
assisting any of the combatants. 
But the whole world, and the 
United States in particular, should 
oot hesitate to enter upon an errand 
of mercy. _________

Charles Michel Dm I'Epee was 
born in Versailles, France, Novem- 
ber 24, 1712. He came of a distin- 
guished family — his father being an 
architect in the service of the king. 

His seholaily talents, kindly spir- 
it and philanthropic disposition, led 
him to adopt the priestly life, al 
though he had previously qualified 
foi admission to the bar. 

He lived at a time that tried 
men'* souls — during the great p li- 
tical and social upheavals which 
culminated in the terrible French 
Revolution. 

Natuial inclination, as well as a 
sense of duty, led him to devote his 
services to the poor and needy, up- 
on whom he also spent his income 
derived from a modest patrimony. 

In the course of his pastoral 
visitations he happened to meet two 
sisters who interested him greatly. 
'I hey were bright looking, attrac- 
tive little girls, physically normal, 
with the exception, that they were 
deaf and dumb and had been so 
since birth. 

This chance meeting proved to be 
the turning point in the life of De 
I'Ep. 

Thi! desolate condition of the 
little deaf girls, and the lack of any 
provision whatever foi i heir instruc- 
tion, so impressed Dim that he at 
set about devising ways and 
means to lean them, and others 
similarly afflicted, into the mental 
and spiritual light. 

lie took the res of the un- 

educated deaf and developed the 
clear, facile, beautiful and expres- 
sive language of conventional signs 
and also the manual alphabet. 

He founded the first public school 
for the deaf, gathered the pupils, 
and maintained the school out, of 
his private income — often denying 
himself the necessaries of life that 
his proteges might have the needed 
physical, mental ami spiritual food. 

UN system of teaching the deaf, 
which was chiefly by means of writ- 
ing, manual spelling, and the sign 
language— the most successful me- 
thod yet devised — attracted notice 
until it became one of the wonders 
of the world. He became the 
means of awakening an interest in 
the deaf, tbat, no other one person 
has ever succeeded in doing. 

As the im media It of his 

philanthropic and self-denying 
efforts, schools for the education at 
the deaf began to spring up in 
every civilized country. The move- 
ment thus begun has never stopped, 
but has gone on widening and widen- 
ing with each succeeding year 

The real credit of popularising 

the idea that instruction of the (leaf 
and dumb was not only possible but 
a Christian duty, belong to I>e 
I'Epee. He most not b fled 

merely as the instructor, but as the 
father of the deaf and dumb every- 
whe. 

Through the influence of the work 
of De I' Epee, we might say direct- 
ly through his aid, although it was 
given by his st , the Abbe 

Sicard, the United States was en 
abled to begin a school for the deaf, 
which was founded at Hartford in 
1817, by Thomas Hopkins Gallau- 
det, whom the American deaf 
revere as their friend, teacher and 

benefactor l>e I' EEpee died In 

Paris, December 23, 1789, mourned 
by all the deaf of the land Num- 
erous memorials have been erected 
to his memory by the deal of Fiance 
His memory is cherished everywhere 
by the educated deaf.

that will be a permanent memorial 
and a witness of their affection ami 
esteem A committee has been 
appointed to solicit furida and ap- 
peals for help from all the deaf and 
their friends.

Editor Journal :' The Journal 
for November 5th has just reached 
me, and I have just read Miss Yvonne 
Pitrois' pathetic and impassioned ap- 
peal for help for the stricken deaf of 
France. 

It is the first time in history that 
a direct cry for help has come to the 
American deaf from Europe. 

Miss Pitrois appeals expressly to 
the American deaf women. Let us 
interpret her appeal as addressed to 
each and every American deaf-mute 
man and woman, and also to the boys 
and girls in school. 

Let us all respond. Let us all 
help. 

Look upon this appeal not as 
addressed to your next door deaf- 
mute neighbor, but to you, you, 
YOU. 

Then help. 

If you have much, then give of 
your abundance. If you have little, 
give of your little. No matter how 
much or how little you have, it is a 
thousand times more blessed to give 
than to be among those who must 
receive. 

For it is by the grace of God that 
we are living in peace and plenty 
and security, and that we are not as 
these houseless, homeless, fugitive, 
destitute and starving deaf-mutes of 
France and Belgium. 

Let us be grateful and help our 
unhappy, unfortunate fellow deaf. 
But there must be system. 
Whatever is given will pass 
through the port of New York. It 
can be transmitted free of charge 
through the Red Cross service. 
But some one must be on the spot to 
look to the assembling of these help 
offerings which certainly come from 
every part of our country. 

I hope I will be not thought of- 
ficious or presumptuous, but I would 
suggest that Mr. Edwin A. Hodg- 
son, Rev. M. K. McCarthy, Rev. 
John H. Keiser with Mrs. Isaac 
Goldberg, Mrs. Moses Heyman and 
Mrs. John Keiser, constitute them- 
selves a committee to take charge of 
the New York end of this relief 
fund. 

Let December 10th, Gallaudet 
Day, be set apart as a day of un- 
iversal giving to help our stricken 
fellow-deaf in France. Let clergy- 
men of the deaf of all denominations 
tell their congregations of it in their 
pulpits ; let Frats, Knights, Nads, 
every society, every organization, 
every individual everywhere, — 
everybody, each, all, everyone, — 
meet on this, Thursday, December 
10th. Bring your gifts. Bring 
what money you can spare. Bring 
clothing you do not need. Bring 
blankets you can spare. Bring any- 
that will be of use to those who have 
NOTHING. 

Let each centre fill a big box and 
ship it to Edwin A. Hodgson, 
American Deaf- Mute Red Cross Ser- 
vice, 99 Fort Washington Avenue, 
corner of West 163d Street, New 
York. I believe the express com- 
panies can be prevailed upon to carry 
these shipment free of charge. 

I might mention here that Mr. 
Hodgson, for many years, has I 
a member of the American Red 
Cross Society. 

Remember — Gallaudet Day, De- 
cember 10th. We cannot possibly 
honor the anniversary of our great 
benefactor better than by making it 
a festival of giving to those of our 
kind in the land whence he brought 
us the choicest of all gifts of Provi- 
dence — the sign-language, and with 
it our education. 

Let the teachers in our schools, iu 
their chapel talks, tell their fourteen 
thousand pupils about it. Encour- 
age them to give their mite to help 
children deaf like themselves who 
are now fugitive and destitute. 
They may volunteer to work over 
time in their sewing rooms or shoe 
and other shops, making garments 
and shoes out of the material bought 
with the money contributed locally. 
But let us all help ! Help with 
hearts full of gratitude, because we 
can help. Help with hearts full of 
sympathy and pity for those in dis- 
tress through no fault of their own. 
Help, one and all !
